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CONSTITUTION. 


Article 1...The name of this Association shall be the Lebanon 
Baptist Association. 


Art. 2. The Officers of this Association shall be a Moderator, a 
Clerk roe a Treasurer. They shall be elected annually by ballot and 
hold their offices until their successors are elected. 


Art. 3. The object of this Association. shall be the promotion 
of the Redeemer’s kingdom by the concentration of Christian labor, 
inculcation of Bible truth, and the cultivation of friendly inter- 
course among the churches. 


Art. 4. Members of the Association may be of two classes, viz: 
delegates and messengers, who shall produce evidence of their ap- 
pointment by the churches which they propose to represent, before 
being entitled to seats. Only the delegates shall have the right to 
vote. 


Art. 5. Each church belonging to the Association shall be en- 
titled to two dejegates until its members shall exceed fifty, and one 
additional delega\es for each additional fifty or fractional part there- 
of; provided, thaf ministers who are members of such churches, but 
supply other pulpjts y be appointed as additional delegates to 
the regular quota 


Art. 6. This Association shall only have the power of an ad- 
visory council and shall in no wise infringe upon the rights of inde- 
pendence of the churches, ; 


Art. 7. No queries shall be considered by the Association unless 
regularly sent up through the churches, and such queries shall em- 
brace only questions of ddctrine. 


Art. 8. The Association shall meet annually as may be agreed 
upon, and after enrolling the names of the delegates, proceed by 
ballot to the election of a Moderator, a Clerk and Treasurer. 


Art. 9. The duties of the various officers at the Association 
shall be similar to those of. all deliberative bodies, and Mell’s Par- 
liamentary Manual shall be the basis of decision of order. 


Art. 10. The churches holding the Articles of Faith adopted 
by this body, may become members of this Association by a unani- 
mous vote, and letters of dismission may be obtained without as- 
signing a reason therefor, by the concurrence of a majority present, 
while the Association retains the right of withdrawing from such 
churches as it shall deem heterodox or disorderly. 


Art. 11. This Constitution may be altered or amended at any 
annual meeting of the Association by a three-fourths vote of the 
delegates present. 
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ARTICLES OF FAITH. 
We believe in one God, the Father, the Son, and the Holy 
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Ghost—equal in power and glory. 


2. We believe that the scriptures of the Old Testament and the 
New were written by the inspiration of God, and are the only rule 
of faith and practice, 


3. We believe in the doctrine of original sin, of total depravity 
and man’s inability to restore himself to the favor of God. 


4. We believe that God chose His people, in Christ, before the 
foundation of the world, and that they are kept by the power of ( 0d 
through faith unto a salvation ready to be revealed in the last time, 


5. We believe that sinners are justified in the sight of God only 
by the iuputed righteousness of Christ. 


6. We believe that the Gospel is God's appointed means of 
calling sinners to the knowledge of the truth; and as He has com- 
manded it to be preached ito every creature, all are required to obey. 


We believe that 800d works are the fruit of faith, and the 
idence of justification; and that all believers will abound 
therein from a principle of love. 


8. We believe in the resurrection of the dead, the just and 
the unjust, and the Seneral judgment, and that the joys of the 
righteous and the punishment of the wicked will be eternal. 


9. We believe that a visible church of Christ is composed of 
baptized believers only, who are covenanted to keep up a discipline 
agreeable to the rules'of the New Testament Scriptures. 
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We believe that Jesus Christ is the only lawgiver of His 
church and that the government is with the church, each member 
having equal rights therein. 


We believe that Baptism and the Lord’s Supper are the 
inances of the church, and are to be continued until the 
second coming of our Lord Jesus Christ. 


12. We believe that immersion only is Baptism, and can be 
administered only by those duly authorized by the church, and that 
only believers in Christ are the proper subjects of the ordinance. 


_, 13. We believe’ that regularly Baptized believers only have a 
right to partake of the Lord’s Supper.

7. Any member feeling himself aggrieved by the ruling of the 
Moderator may appeal to the Association, when, if it is sustained 
by a two-thirds vote, the Moderator’s ruling shall be reversed. - 


8. A}l members shall use the term “Brother” when oeeeens 
or speaking to each other; and one failing to observe this rule s 
subject himself to a reprimand by the Moderator: 


9. Any or all of the rules may be altered or amended at any 
regular meeting by a two-thirds majority vote.

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Hattiesburg and Ellisville organized into the Woman’s Work Aux- 
iliary to Lebonan Association. Mrs. E. V. Clark was First Superin- 
tendent. For four hard years she fought a brave fight to establish 
Woman’s Work in Lebanon Association. Bro. O. D. Bowen was 
Moderator and was the only Brother who spoke one word of en- 
couragement from the pulpit or pew. 


For 14 years Mrs. R. B. Stapleton has served as Superintendent. 
Mrs. Jarvis one, and Mrs. Shinn one. The object of Woman’s Work 
is solely for the upbuilding of the Kingdom of God in the churches, 


We feel that in this twenty years some progress’ has been 
made in the Kingdom’s growth. First, because the work has grown 
from three small societies to every church in Lebanon and Jones 
County Associations.

Report on Orphanage 


The fact that the Baptist Orphanage at Jackson has now been 
in existence for some twenty-one years, and today is still able to 
carry on its Christ-like mission jis sure evidence that this institu- 
tion is near and dear to the rts of Mississippi Baptists. The 
helpless ery of the orphan child is irrisistible to the hearts of 
God’s people who are filled wth the tender love and compassion of 
Christ who said “Suffer the little children to come unto Me for of 
such is the kingdom of heaven.’ ’ 


The work 6f this noble institution is two-fold. It ministers 
not only to the bodily needs of the child, but also to the spiritual. 
It many times not, only saves the body, but it saves a life, plus a 
soul. Evangelistic effort is made during the period of time that 
the child is in the home to win that one to Christ. Thus in the 
tender years of his life and bupieotes ideals, aspirations and a 
divine power that will enable him in after life to battle more 
effectively against the many temptations that will beset him 
which he would not have received if left without the 
helping hand of this or kindred institutions. It is to the credit of 
the institution that many have found the Saviour and afterwards 
dedicated their lives to definite Christian service. 


The economic methods for carrying on the work are to be 
commended, much of the farm work and other necessary labor be- 
ing done by the children. This not only reduces the running. ex- 
penses of the institution, but teaches them to be largely self-support- 
ing after they are dismissed from the care of the home. 


There are at present 150 children in the home to be fed, 
clothed and trained. During the past year seiges of measles, mumps, 
whooping cough, with 14 operations for appendicitis, afflicted the 
children, but in the Providence of God all are now well and happy. 


_ ‘The home has not always been filled to its fullest capacity 
during the past year, owing to an excellent plan now in operation 
through the Mississippi Children’s Home Society of placing suitable 
children in good Christian homes after thorough investigation, a 
method which is generally much more preferable and beneficial 
for the child than the institutional life of the home. 


The finances of the home are in good condition, but they will 
be more heavily taxed during the time of the war. 4 

It is still supported by voluntary contribution in addition to 
the products that are raised on the farm. Because of the strenuous 
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times through which we are now passing with the high cos} of 
living and the extra demands that may be made upon the resources 

because of the Gresent war, we urge upon the churches 
of this Association a more iberal support d ng the coming year. 


We heartily endorse the monthly offerings of the Sunday 
schools, the special efforts put forth in the church, as the occa- 
sion arises, especially at the time of Thanksgiving, the contribu- 
tions of clothing and other useful products, and suggest the intro- 
duction of birthday offerings in t schools, and which are fre- 
quently a great source of income to public institutions of this kind. 
We recommend that the usual collection be taken at this Associa- 
tion,

Report on Home Missions. 


Fifteen years ago the Home Mission Board raised $125,000, 
the past year $589,987. Then 7,5000 were baptized, while during the 
past year we have had 30,982. Then we had but few departments 
of work, now we have eleven great departments. When we think 
of the work in co-operation with State Boards, of Enlistment, of 
Church Extension, of Mountain Schools in Panama and Cuba, in the 
Publicity Department, among foreigners, Indians and negroes, the 
Bible. Institute Work at New Orleans, the Tuberculosis Sanitarium 
movement, the Co-operative movement in founding a seminary for 
negro preachers and ,the camp pastors’ work among our soldiers 
and in ship yards, munition factories and on and on, we are almost 
overwhelmed at the thought of the vastness of the work. On the 
other hand our God is calling us to arouse and arise in response to 
these. great opportunities. Pastors and churches everywhere 
should rsolve to make such sacrifices and give in such a large way 
as they have never done before. The Southern Baptist Convention 
at its last session at Hot Springs, Arkansas, in the midst of much 
agony and prayer, determined to meet the needs, if possible, and 
resolved to raise during the coming year a million dollars for Home 
Missions. This means that each of us and each church r resented 
in this Association shall determine to give twice as much as was 
given this year. 


We now have an army of about 1500 workers in the em- 
_ ployment of this board, They have preached at more than 5000 
stations. This board maintained 36 schools with more than 5000 
pupils last year. Almost 3000 Bible and Workers Conferences were 
held. There were more than 1000 volunteers for the ministry and 
over 500 houses of worship were built, while 634 Sunday schools 
were organized. 


And now the news comes that thousands, yes multiplied 
thousands of the soldiers are finding the Saviour. In truth, the 
work of our camp pastors, the work of our missionaries about the 
plo rents and munition plants can never be known this side of 


We are sorry to note, however, that at the very time that 
such marked blessings are resting upon the work of the camp 
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pastors, the Government has issued orders that they close out their 
work within ninety days, This seems to strike ai the very heart 
of religious liberty an the separation of church and State, prin- 
ciples for which sts have not only stood, but been thrust in 
prison, and even given their lives. 


Baptists were the first large religious body to report to 
President Wilson for war service. In session at New Orleans in 
May, 1918, they pledged their lives, their resources and their sacred 
honor to the nation for the war.

We have been striving to liquidate the indebtedness of our 
schools, and should very speedily remove this burdensome debt, 
which so much embarrases and handicaps our schools in their 
present work in planning larger things for the future. 


The second item of reference is the budget system, which 
means regular systematic and proportionate giving to all objects 
’ fostered by our convention. 


The third item to be stressed is our Home and Foreign Mis- 
sion work. There never was such demands upon us in all our past 
for greater consecration and givinng as now when there is such 
an upheaval and unsettled conditions among the nations of earth. 
It would seem the time has come when the nations of this earth 
shall be speedily evangelized. 


The apportionment this year for Home and Foreign Missions 
is two million and a half doHars (82,500,000.00.)
